and for removing tue area rroin tne 
skins left on by the dresser, and also I 
to make the skins as lu-urly uniform ill 1 
weight a* possible. Tbe skin is spread 
ou a marble slab to Its fullest extent i 
In oue direction, and tbe cutter shaves 
or pares off the flesh n little at a time j 
with a broad, flat knife, which Is kept' 
ns sharp as a razor, with a steel applied I 
to the knife after nearly every stroke, \ 

When the skins are dowled they are ] 
again dampened, tbeu the cutter pro -1 
reeds to measure off bis gloves and I 
thumbs, and after cutting them to the 
required sizes he takes them to a nuiu 
who measures them with a redelc or ' 
blue mavk and return* them to the cut-1 
ter Witts the paper patterns of the re¬ 
quired sizes. The cutter mast then 
pull down his trank to the patterns, 1 
match hia forcettes. qn'-f-km, binding, 
etc, and when his lot Is cut complete, 
hard tbe trsuks bock to the foreman. | 
who gives them fo the pressman to qut 
in the press wltli ,, 8teel patterns. When 
they come from tbe press, boys dr girls j 
trim the rugged edges, open the pack ] 
ages of thumbs and forcettes aiul match 
them again with the glpves, and then | 
tic the gloves and their fittings up in | 
packages containing a dozen palm. 

They are„now ready for the makers. I 
The tlrst process iu the making Is the' 
sewing on by hand of tbe stay pieces 
at tbe bottom of the Trout slit or open-! 
Ing. They go to the sllkers, who put on ' 
the back ornamentation, and then 1 
to the maker, who Joins the fingers. 1 
This process vflrles according ns to. 
whether they are intended for pique' 
luseam or cable seam. They then go 
to the hemtuers, who finish only the 
top of the glove, mid then to the hind- j 
era. who ^nish the slit or opbnlng. j 
They are thoroughly ■ examined to dls . 
cover and repair any manufacturer's 
imperfections. 

We are ready at last for the layer , 
off, or glove dresser. And here again , 
experience and knowledge are a big 
factor iu the way the gloves look to 
the dealer and consumer. A poor glove 
well laid off hi a better seller at any 
time than good giovpa badly laid off. 
The average consume? buys on looks 
In preference to merit. After being 
takeu from the shaping boards they 
are placed singly on flat boatds and 
taken to a cool room, where they are 
allowed to remain aft least twenty-four 
hours U> dry-out pml cool off. They nre 
ready to l>e assorted for eolbrs, sizes 
and quality, and the’fnsteuers are put 
on»them. Workmen tuck them to¬ 
gether In palm, bundle them in par¬ 
ages of'six paint usually and put them 
Into the lsixqs. This Is the process 
every fine, uullncd kid or mocha glove 
must pass through before it is ready 
to go to the trade, and tho only prob¬ 
lem for the manufacturer Is'how-to 
allow each baud, to make his or her

PECULIARITIES OF THE SPERM AND 
WHALEBONE 8PECIES. 


This habit of always doing one's b**t 
enters luto the very marrow of one's ] 
heart and character. It affects one's 
bearing, one's self possession. The I 
man who does everything to a finish | 
has a feeling of serenity. Ale is n»t i 
easily thrown off bis balance. lie has 
nothing to fear, and he can look the 
world in the face because he feels eon- | 
scions that lie has not put shoddy info 
anything, that he has had nothing 
to do with shams and that he has al¬ 
ways done his level best: Tbe sense of 
efficiency, of bring master of one’s 
craft, of bring equal to any emergency, 
the consciousness of possessing the abll- | 
Ity to do with superiority whatever cue j 
undertakes, will give soul satisfaction 
which a half hearted, sl'pahod worker 
never knows. 

When a man feds throbbing within 
him tbe potter to do what he under¬ 
takes aa well as It can possibly be doue, 
nnd all fils faculties say ’’Amen" to 
what he Is doing and give their unqual¬ 
ified approval to his efforts—this is 
happiness, this is success.

FROM THE RAW SKIN TO THE GAIN' 
| TY FINISHED PRODUCT. 


Whales and men have a certain kin 
ship. Both belong to Ibe same sub¬ 
order of vertebrates, the mammals, 
bringing forth their young alive, nurs¬ 
ing them tit their breasts and feeling 
for them a parental devotion long aft¬ 
er they are weaned and able to shift 
for themselves. In domestic life 
whales, like men iu their savage state, 
fight for their mates. Though tltpld 
ordinarily, tbe whale wheu Jealous or 
at hay becomes tbe most terrible of 
foes. At other times lie Is a-sociable 
animal, traveling in companies and. 
frequentlug the same sheltered breed¬ 
ing place* year after year. I 

When a dead whale lies stretched 
out on a beach Its exterior seems to 
lack a single characteristic betokening I 
its relationship to land animals. No 
mutter to width of the two great or¬ 
ders of shales, sperm or whalebone, 
it belongs, ‘its huge, rouud body aeema 
fashioned as If originally planned for 
the sen. It has all the appearance of a 
monstrous f sb. 

If it is oue of the whuk-bone species, 
its cavernous mouth will be found 
equipped with a huge sieve with which 
It can scoop up a school of fish and 
then strain out Its food by merely 
dosing Its Jaws. Hundreds of strips 
of a substance too elastic fur bone, too ! 
stiff for cartilage, bang down from the 
rim of the tipper Jaw and Interlock so 
tightly that they cun cut off the escape 
of the smallest squid. Iu the mouth , 
of n Hlxty foot Greenlund whale as 
many as Sfejii • whalebones," as these 
strips lire erroneously called, have! 
Is-en taken from each aide of the upper 
jaw, the longest measuring twelve 
feet. 'All of them weighed nbout half 
u ton. Despite their size they cause 
the whale no lucquvenlence, fpr all 
beud buckward and • shut up fuuwlse 
when the Jaws dose. 

Should the tieast lielobg to the or¬ 
der of cachalot, or sperm, whale*. Its 
tnoutli would bo fouud furnished with 
teeth Instead of n sieve. The fangs 
lire planted along the rim of the lower 
Jaw, with only pockets Iu the tipper : 
one, containing rtidlmcutary teeth ut 
their bottom. With his lower Jaw 
hanging down at an oblique augle, the 
sperm whale Is wont to swim along 
the bottom of the ocean, lettiug all 
manner of living things flout into I»s 
gullet. Occasionally the huge arm of 
an octopus colls ubout the Jaw. and the 
two monsters grapple in u life and 
death conflict at the ocean's bottom. 

In “The Cruise of the Cachalot'' 
f-'runk T. Bullen tells of such a battle 
which had begun iu tho depths or the 
scu and which ended on Its surface. 
He saw the writhing arras of the oc¬ 
topus ns one by olfe the glgautk- jaw 
bit them off, the sweeping flukes of the 
Whule as they thrashed the sea Into 
a lather and tho great bulk of tbe oc- 
jopu> bond as it finally sunk to the 
bottom. i 

In the lioud of the**perm whale there 
Is a sort of dstern containing the sper- 
lUAceti that Is used lu many, delicate 
tollc-t articles.* When first taken from 
the whale It Is limpid, like water, but 
on cxiKwtire to the ulr It assumes the 
consistency of wax. The blubber of 
the sperm whale contains n filler grade 
of olFthnn that of.the whalebone spih 
des and furnishes the sperm oil of 


' Relatively few buyers of gloves are 
familiar with the many separate proc¬ 
esses which a glove must undergo be¬ 
fore It fa handed over the counter, an< 
this article alma to draerilM* clearly 
and simply how nw material is gatb 
ered and fashioned luto the finished 
article. All classes of skins arc treated 
differently, but for purposes of Illustra¬ 
tion let us take tbe “mocha,” or “un 
dressed kid." "Mocha” is a commer¬ 
cial name, and the first kuowu of "mo 
eha” skins was when a cargo of coffee 
was shipped from Arabia. Iu the car 
go wsre two bale* of skins of nn un 
Tknown variety; henco the name was 
adopted as “mocha.” This skin has 
gained a reputation for fineness of col¬ 
or and finish and for durability. It is 
an American production w hich foreign 
tanners have vainly attempted to Imi¬ 
tate for several years, but owing to 
climatic conditions they hare never 
succeeded. Mochas come from Ara¬ 
bia and are a species of a haired sheqp 
growing a short woolly hair. The 
«klns are taken off the-,animal by tbe 
natives In a manner peculiarly their 
own. They are opened at the back suf¬ 
ficiently to get hold of tbe pelt, and 
then tbe skin Is turned and pulled off 
the animal without a cut lu the length 
till tbe head la reached, when It is cut 
off square at the neck. Tbe skins nre 
stretched ou sticks and hung up in the 
son to dry and cure. They are then 
poisoned with arseulc to prevent worms 
from breeding during their long voyage 
. to America, where upon nrrival In bales 
they are selected for weight and qual¬ 
ity and repacked In compressed hales 
of 200 to 300 skins each, according to 
the weight of the skins, and are sold 
to tbe dealers at*! tanners by the piece, 
the weight of the Bklns ruling the price. 
One of the reasons why American leath¬ 
er dressers have made aueb progress In 
dressing these skins la that for many 
years the American market has re¬ 
ceived the entire product nnd by bun¬ 
dling them in such large quantities U 
able to determine the style of fanning 
and finishing for which they are best 
suited. __ 

When the skins arrive at the tan¬ 
nery they are counted and subdivided 
by practiced bands. They are then put 
Into vats of dear fresh water to soak 
out the poison and other foreign sub 
stances. They ure usually kept Ju these 
vats tweuty-four hours nnd taken out 
and drained and put back in clear 
fresh water again for another day or 
two. when they are removed and put 
In the lime rats, where they remain 
for three or four wpaks, but are lifted 
nbout every ten days in tbo interval. 
They are then haired aud frixed and 
after being thoroughly washed in plain 
water and then In pure are put Into 
tbe tan vats, where they stay about n 
week. Afterward tliey are bung up in 
a hot room to dry. When thoroughly 
dried they are taken down and stored 
'away In a cool room to lie "in tbe 
crust* for three or four weeks. When 
they are again handled to put the fin¬ 
ish on them. They now go to tl)e glove 
manufacturing department, where they 
are piled on latticed shelves, about 
twelve dozen In a pile, to allow them 
to age. Care must be taken in piling 
up the skins so that air can circulate 
around and between all bundles, and 
It Is very Important that the room be 
kept thoroughly dry so that the skins 
do not gather moisture. Use sk'us 
must be taken down*nnd shaken out 
frequently and changed ubout so that 
they get a uniform amount of fresli 
air. Tbe skins should be kept Ip tills 
state for at least three months, and 
six months would be much better 
They are then turned over to the ns- 
sorters, who usually work at tables 
facing the north light and exntulue ev¬ 
ery akin minutely for quality, welghl 
nnd fineness and must determine fur 
what colors they are best adapted. 

To inexperienced eyes this looks like 
a very easy task, but assorting skins 
in tbe white is one of the most dlfflcnlt 
aud responsible positions In a glove 
factory. It is on the Judgment of these 
men that large amounts of money that 
aTe Invested In stock month* In ad¬ 
vance of actual demand are lost or 
made. After assorting for colors the 
skins are sent to the coloring depart¬ 
ment, where the surplus tan Is washed 
out. Then they are egged and when 
dry are finished on n fine bucktail 
wbceL The < ulor la put on. after which 
they are finished again on the bucktail 
nnd after being properly aired am’ 
dried out ure ready for the nssorters 
In the glove department, who assort 
the finished stock for the classes «>f 
gloves they are best adapted to he cut
